fiy purpose is to inform you, if you have not had the exjerience, of the nature 
of federal affidavits, of the value of th© CIA's word from our personal experiences, 
and of the equation of perjury with the ultimate in patriotic su 

It requires some akin and experience, especially of honorable lawyers who are 
used to ria.vsw sith honorable lawyers, to begin to understand the semantics that 
ia oar extensive experience typifies the federal word, sworn, and unsworn. While 
evasiveness not always easily detected is also characteristic* perjury is commonplace, 
I have charged it repeatedly and proved it, and await for this first 'time even a 
pro f orniR official denial. Ihe closest the department of Jus- sice ana the FBI have 
wpnua to **Hq ia to certify to a federal court that I know mo: re about the field in 
which I work 4kaa anywne in the FBI. Obviously, this is no answer to perjury. 

We have also had personal experience with CIA General Gjunsel **oha Warner. We 
met with Mm seven months ago after the CIA had ignored my requests filed under 
5 B.S.C. 552. We than told Mm truthfully that I have some copies of these CIA 
improprieties, ge is supposed to have investigated before this meeting and after it. 
After the mee ting ha lied, and said there are no records of aiy kind on me other than 
lay personnel file from ay days in C«3.3c Sven after I told him to Ms face thjrt what 
he represented as all the files disclosed, on his desk, was toss than those of which 
I had copiss* 
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I believe a reading of the late Allen Dulles' exposition of loyalty and perjury 
and duty aa I obtained it in a formerly top-secret Warren Coca isoion executive-ses- 
sion transcript under C.A. 2052-73 nay help you understand what, unless you have had 
this kind of experience, say not be easy to understand. 

The late Senator Richard Ru ssell, also a Commission member, adds a few consents 
cn this in tose sessions and to me personally. For years he vas oversight chairman, 
said you can't believe aptord they Say and they twist e vers thing. 

I recall how difficult it was for se to begin to appreciate the extent to which 
mendacity has become the official way even after long experience as an investigative 
reporter (which began with the old Philadelphia ledger syndicate and had other ftsilar* 
delphia connections), Senate investigator and in legal and am si-legal investigating. 

It is not my intention to intrude. Rather do I write on the chance I can be of 
some help in cleaning up these frightful affairs and in the hope that at sons point 
the system of Justice will begin to be permitted to work with regard to them. 

it seems to me not to be impossible that at setae point sy experience in these 
matters and those of ay lawye r/ associate/ friend dim i-esar might be of use to you, 
particularly if you attempt to exercise any fora of discovery or if you want to 
have an independent means of determining whether yor. have beer, fully informed.
